Fay Talks About Money at the 
rand Opera House—An Eloquent 

Sermon at the Park-Street Con- 

gregational Church Yesterday.

At the First Presbyterian Church yes- 
terday morning, Rev. W. J. Chichester 
preached toa very large audience on the 

subject of Christ's Tears.” So large was 
the attendance that in addition to a number 
ef chairs in the aisles being occupied, a 
mumber of people had to stand. The 
speaker took his text from John, XI., 25: 
“Jesus wept.”’ 

This least of all verses in the Bible is in 

some respects the most wonderful and sig- 
Bificant; and as it stands here by itself in 
all its unadorned simplicity, any attempt to 
explain er expound it would at first sight 
eeem almost superfluous, a good deal like 
an attempt to gild the sunshine or paint the 
lily. Yet, wonderful as this brief verse is 
im some respects, it contains precious and 
important truths which come within the 
Comprehension of us all. Christianity is 
about the only religion that revealed a God 
capable of tears. ost of the other reli- 
gions have dwelt upen the power and 
ndear of their divinities, aud depicted 

m altogether devoid of human sensibili- 
ties. The goes of the old mythologies were 
— as being free from all 
rrow, living joyful, tranquil lives, unruf- 
fled dy any care, and coming down to earth 

only as occasional visitors bent upon selfish 
@musement or agreeable adventures. So 
that Ot all earthly religions it is reserved for 
Christianity alone to present the sublime 
conception of a God in tears. For no system 
of merely human origin has ever produced 
this wonderful spectacle as here depicted in 
the words of the text. 

“We have three different gospel records of 
our Lord’s weeping, and yet while this 
tender emotional aspect of our Lord’s char- 

Bis thus so repeatedly referred to in 
the New Testament, itis not as “yy 
emphasized in these days as it ought to be; 
for we are now so bpsily taken up either 
with the doctrines of Christianity or is at- 
tributes, that its pathetic elements are be- 
ing pushed into the background. do that 
the Christianity of the present age is not so 
much ofa weeping Christ as a thinking 
(Christ or a working Christ. In the early 
church it was different. In all the old 
European galleries the paintings of Christ 
which appear most frequently are those 
which represent him as suffering and thorn- 
Srowned and weeping tears of agony, and 
while we have no desire to see Christianity 
return to the old wloom of past centuries, 
~ 1 do feel it wil! be a sad oy for the 
urch when it loses sight of the Lord's 
tears, or when tears hall have lost for us 
their orginal impressiveness and signifi- 
#ance.” 

The inferences the speaker drew from the 
ert were the reality of Christ's humanity, 
from the fact that his tears proved that he 
1 a heart full of human sympathy, 

at he was neither a deified man nor a 
humanized God, for his godhead is alto 

gether a gedhead, and his manhood alto- 
gether a manhood, so that he was as truly a 
q 


man as if nota particle of divinity was in 
his person. He not only wept, he ate, 
drank, hungered and got weary, and 
sessed as real and substantial a body as any 
of us possess today. Martin Luther once 
aid: “lean have nothing to do with an 
absolute God,“ and he was probably just in 
assertion of Christ that no man can 
come to the Father — through him. 
Another thought was the depth and broad- 
meses of Christ's sympathy. Jesus wept 
*with Martha and Mary, but not alone with 
them he wept. Their sorrow was but a rift 
. ning into the deep, fathomless abyss of 
the whole world’s wretchedness, and as he 
sympathized with them he thought also of 
Ne great multitude of Marthas who in every 
generation would be in similar circum- 


cos. 

The s er then touched upon every 
phase of the wickedness and woes of the 
world, and of the few efforts put forth by 

se who should and cold do much to 
ameliorate this condition of things, and 
then finished his discourse with the words 
ofthe prophet: “Oh, that my head were 
waters and mine eyes fountains of tears, 
that 1 might weep night and day’’—weep as 
the Lord did at this Betheny grave and

Rev. Eli Fay of the Church of the Unity 
preached to a large audience yesterday 
morning at the Opera-house,on “Purchasing 
Power; or, the Moral and Spiritual Signifi- 
cance of Money,” taking for his text the 
eighth and ninth verses of the fifteenth 
chapter of Luke, What woman having ten 
pieces of silver, if she lose one piece, doth 
not light a candle and sweep the se, and 
seek — till she find it? And when 
she hath found it, she calleth her friends 
and neighbors together, saying, ‘Rejoice 
with me; 
I had lost. 

Can a good reason be civen why the 
woman was crieved at her supposed loss, 
except that it was to her a vital matter, for 
she kuew that with that piece of silver she 
was to its last farthing’s value, independent, 
as we use the word oney is simply ‘pur- 
chasing power, the concentrator of all ma- 
terial values, a recognized equivalent of 
things. Over the vast realm of purchasable 
things itis supreme. It is therefore the one 
great stimulant to enterprise, and itis more 
and more highly prized as the world 


improves, because of its purchasing 
power. And yet nothing is more com- 


mon than complaints that money is power; 
that he who hasn’t it is unable to do that

Democratic Duplicity. 


In dealing with labor, and the labor 
element, the duplicity of those who 
mold and manage the policy of the 
Democratic party has become broverb- 
ial ameng the thinkers and leaders of 


Democratic demagogues are forever 
holding out promises of reformatory 
labor legislation, but the Democratic 
party never entrusts with power the 
men who are in sympathy with labor, 
and who would be likely to materialize, 
in some measure at least, the painted 
bubbles blown by the windy dema- 
gogues of the grand old party. 

In New York, prior to and pending 
the election of Cleveland to the Gov- 
ernorship, all manner of things, by di- 
rection and indirection, were promised 
the labor people of the Empire State. 
But when the election was over the 
labor folk found that they had again 
been made the victim of Democratic 
duplicity. 

As Governor, Cleveland vetoed every | 
labor measure passed by the Legisla- 
ture, and passed in accordance with 
the boundless promises made to the 
workers of the city of New York. 

That, in this instance,thé workers of 
New York resented the traditional du- 
plicity of the grand old party, was 
clearly demonstrated by the difference 
in the vote that made Cleveland Gov- 
ernor and that whereby he became 
President. Dropping from 195,000 ma- 
jority to 1200 plurality is one of the 
most drastic doses of cold-shake known 
to the political annals of this country. 

Cleveland is no friend of labor; no 
friend of intelligent labor legislation. 
Why should he be? How can he be? 
The man who became Governor and 
President by leave of mugwump 
millionaires and shoddyites, the New 
York Elevated Railroad ring, bank, 
steamship, railway and telegraphic 
monopolies cannot be expected to favor 
even intelligent labor legislation. 

And now, through Daniel N. Lock- 
wood, United States District Attorney 
for New York, the President’s special 
pet and confidante, the Democratic ad- 
ministration is endeavoring to destroy 
the validity of the Contract Labor Law, 
a law sought and obtained by the labor 
organizations of the country for the 
purpose of preventing the degradation 
of American labor by the importation 
of Chinese coolies and hordes of the 
lower order of Bohemians, Italians, 
Poles and Hungarians, brought here 
bound under contract to the service of 
capitalisfic combinations. 

Of course,the Contract Labor Law 
interféres with the working of monopo- 
listic schemes. Giant corporations, in- 
tent upon crushing smaller ones, by 
doing work at a minimunof expense, 
found the slavesystem very convenient, 
and they find the law against it decid- 
edly the reverse. The law provides 
that a fine of $1000 shall be imposed for 
each laborer imported under contract, 
and that the laborers so imported shall 
be sent back to the land whence they 
came. 

The effect is to compel the payment 
of freemen’s wages to free workmen. 
For some time a strained effort has 
been made to defeat the law, and evade 
its operaticns, but it has stood thetest. 
Now the effort is directed toward 
making it ridiculous in the minds of 
the people, and to this effort Mr. Lock- 
wood, the bosom friend of the Presi- 
dent, is lending himself and his office. 

Plymouth Church having entered 
into contract with the Rev. Dr. Berry 
of England to assume the pastorship of 
Henry Ward Beecher’s old congrega- 
tion, Lockwood is about to bring suit 

ainst the Plymouth Church authori- 
ties for violation of the Contract Labor 
Law in contracting for the importation 
of Dr. Berry. The fine of $1000 can 
not only be imposed upon the Church 
Advisory Board, but Dr. Berry can be 
sent back to England. 

Now, there is not a boy or man in all 
the land who does not know that the 
law against contract labor has no such 
meaning or intent as will cover the 
case of Dr. Berry. 

Daniel N. Lockwood, United States 
District Attorney, and familiar of the 
President, is merely ailing the rich to 
crush the poor. He is endeavoring to 
make a good law a butt of ridicule, 
and thus assist the monopolies in 
‘laughing it away. This is one of the 
things which the free, yoting Ameri- 
‘ean laborer will lay Up against the” 
Democratic administration on the day 
the ballots are dropped into the boxes 
throughout the land. 


What a Change of Three Votes May Do. 


With the chaotic state of parties, and 
the probable numbgr of Presidential 
contestants, itis just possible to have 
the popular vote so segregated and 
balanced next year that the election of 
President may devolve upon the House 
of Representatives. 

In view of this very pertinent possi- 
bility, the partisan formation of the 
House is just now attracting consider- 
able attention. 7 
When the popular Presidential vote 
fails to elect, the election goes to 


On the Presidential question the 
House votes by States; therefore, a 
majority of the Congressional State 
delegations, and not a majority of 
members, determines who shall be 
President. 

It sometimes happens that the mi- 
nority party controls the majority of 
State delegations... Such is the case at 
present, and such will be the case on 
the assembling of the Congress of 1888. 

On a call of the roll, the Republicans 
are in tne minority, but on a cali of 
States they have a majority of three — 
with New Hampshire a tie. Thus it 
may be seen that, though the Demo- 
crats have a majority of the House 
membership, the Republicans would 
elect the President. 

The Republicans control the delega- 
tions of twenty States. The Democrats 
control seventeen. It now happens 
that a change of three votes—the un- 
seating of three Republicans, would re- 
verse the partisan order of things on a 
call of States; and there are three con- 
tests now pending, which could be 
made to accomplish that very thing. 


and two from California, two Common- 
wealths which, as the ease now stands, 
would be Republican om a call of 
States. 

In the Fifth California District Sulli- 
van (Dem.) contests the seat of Felton 
(Rep.), and in the Sixth District Lynch 
(Dem.) contests the seat of Vandever 
(Rep.), whileg.owery (Dem.) of Indiana 
contests the seat of White (Rep.). 
Should the Democratic House majority 
conclude to play the moss trooper and 
rough-ride those contests through, of 
course they could balk the provisions 
of the Constitution and by a revolu- 
tionary act rob the Republicans of the 
country of their constitutional rights. 

With White of Indiana unseated the 
delegation of Indiana becomes Demo- 
tratic. With Felton and Vandever un- 
seated the delegation of California be- 
comes Democratic. Two States taken 
fromthe Republican column (twenty) 
reduces it to eighteen, and two States 
added to the Democratic column (sev- 
enteen) increases it to nineteen. Thus 
the Democratic party may be enabled 
to elect a President by a majority of 
one State. And that’s j udt what a 
change of three votes may, might or 
could do. 


Gen. Miles on Internal Improvements. 


* 

In the able address delivered by 
Gen: Nelson A. Miles before the 
Society of Arizona Pioneers, at Tuc- 
son, Ariz., November 9th, the General 
referred, wisely and well, to the sub- 
ject of international improvements in 
its larger or national sense. 

As this is a subject that reaches 
down into the vitals of the Nation’s 
future life, it is worthy of the most 
serious consideration, and since the 
General’s own language expresses his 
views as he intends them to be under- 
stood, we subjoin the following from 
his Tucson speech: 

We have only sixty millions of people, 
and yet if we should regard the indications 
of danger we see in the East we might think 
that our couutry is over-crowded, and it is 
true that thousands of our people are now 
unfortunately living in a condition of alarm 
while contemplating the result of some 
strike or the effects of a corner in the prin- 
cipal elements of their daily food. But our 

test danger does not lie in the multi- 
plicity of inhabitants. Our own country, 
without including Alaska, is neariy 
the size of Europe with its three 
hundred millions of population; has twice 
the area of China, which sup 
of three hundred millions of people, 
by her judicious husbandry, has retain 


od 


e fertility of the soil for many centuries. | 


Again, if we look at the area of the country 
between the Missouri River and the Pa- 
cific—that great region opened and devel- 
oped by the pioneers—we will find that it fs 
larger than the whole of India, which is 
supporting 240,000,000 of people. Our Gov- 
ernment has, by wise legislation during the 
past 100 to some extent divided up 
the public domain. in such manner 
as to aid the home builders, the encourage- 
ment of whom is the secret of our at 
prosperity and National safety; and for 
political and commercial reasons, if not b 
the best management, has contribu 
largely toward the construction of the 
great transcontinental railways—a wise 
and economic policy when we consider the 
inestimable benefit they have been to us as 
a nation and people, and by giving subsi- 
dies to those lines of commercial inter- 
course, the land retained by the Govern- 
ment has been benetited and more than 
doubled in value. 

It is upt believed, however, that all the 
measu of internal improvement have 
been exhausted. ‘There is indeed much 
room fora higher and fuller development 
of that policy, and in opening new indus- 
tries and J iden occupation to labor. The 
British vernment, the richest of all 
Europe, has not only built railways through 
India by which they are able to brin * 
produets of that country into competition 
with those of our country to the detriment 
of our farmers and producers, but they have 
wisely expended millions of British gold 
in develon ng water and in the construction 
of vast irrigating canals and storage reser- 
voirs, by which they have made 
that remarkable country one of the most 

roductive in the world. Surely there can 

no reason why the United States should 
be outdone in National enterprise... While 
miilions of dollars are appropriated for 
river and harbor improvements, possibly it 
would be well to devote some attention to 
the vast area of the West, portions ofjwhich 
though comparatively useless. now, might 
be turned into busiest scenes of industries. 
It certainly cannot be expected that pio- 
neers and settlers who take up 160 acres. of 
land as homesteads must by private ex- 
penditures inaugurate a system of internal 
improvements that would benefit the public 
domain still held by the Government.

Greece during the last half-century has been

There are many Cavours in Greece.

produced a Garibaldi. Everybody in the 
Small kingdom is, of old, a politician, and 
the consequence of this is that ministries 
rise and fall, and elections take place with 
a rapidity which might even astonish us.

IN ASHES. 


A Missouri Town Almost Entirely 
Destroyed by Fire. 

Sr. Louis, Nov. 20.—[By the Associated 

Press.] A disastrous fire is reported from 
Granby, Mo., a thriving town in the lead 
region of Newton county. It started late 
yesterday afternoon and, owing to the ex- 
treme dryness prevailing in that section on 
account of the prolonged drought, the 
wooden buildings of which the town is com- 
posed, burned like tinder. Every effort was 
made to stop the progress of the conflagra- 
tionand men and buckets were sent from 
Neosho, but theré was not enough water in 
the town to enable them to do much. At 
last reports, early this morning, over a hun- 
dred buildings had been consumed, inelud- 
ing all the business portion of the town, and 
scores of families are homeless. It was 
thought at one time that the entire village 
would go. The loss, it was thought, would 
exc 000. 
Later advices received tonight from 
Granley indicate that the fire was not so 
disastrous as at ürst stated. Fifteen busi- 
ness houses and a large number of resi- 
dences were destroyed, however. The 
homeless people were cared for.

Lonpoy. Nov. 20.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The police arrangements to 
prevent the meeting today in Trafalgar 
Square were not so extensive as on last un- 
day, though the force on hand was sufficient, 
it was believed, to disperse the gathering.

CONFLICTING ACCOUNTS. 
Passengers’ accounts differ regarding the 
circumstances ot the collision, and the re- 
ports of officers of the Scholten clash with 
those of the officers of the Rosa Mary.

Burning of the Steamer Telephone 
Near Astoria—The Vessel

PORTLAND (Or.), Nov. 20.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| A dispatch from Astoria, 
Or., this evening furnishes full particulars 
of the burning of the new and splendid 
stern-wheel steamer Telephone.

For- 
tunately for the passengers, of whom 
over sixty were on board, thesteamer was 
near the upper end of the town when the 
fire broke out. The flames were first seen 
on the lower deck, near the oilroom. The 
fire spread with wonderful rapidity, owing 
to the fast movement of the boat. Capt. 
Scott, finding the flames gaining very fast, 
suddenly turned the prow of the steamer 
toward the shore, and ran at full s on 
the beach. The passengers acted with great 


every soul would have been driven from 
the boat. Every man, woman and child 
got ashore without injury, except one man, 
who is fatally burned. Only three minutes 
ela from the first discovery of the fire 
until the boat was beached. 

The Telephone made the best ran ever 
accomplished between Portland and Asto- 
ria, and was Gonsidered one of the fastest 
stern-wheel boats in the world.

There is nothing much more useless, 
to the eye of housekeepers, than a 
Chicaca beef-tin, after it has been 
opened and a hole made in the other 
end of it in order that the mass of 
muscle and fat may slide out in such 
wise that it can be hewn more or less 
roughly into slices.

Barro is the Spanish name for the 
animal known in English as the ass. 
The term itself (burro) is a corruption 
from our word borrow. The people 
were exceedingly poor (although pious), 
and the only luxury they could indulge 
in to any extent was borrowing. But 
the people had in fact nothing but asses 
and rosaries, and as they must borrow 
the former being constantly in demand | 
became such common objects of bor- 
rowing thatthe beast finally toox the 
name of the custom, and fell heir to its 
present perverted name of burro. 
We could wish thata more expressive 
and correct term than either burro or 
ass had been applied to the animal. As 
they 1 our streets daily and 
hourly, loaded to the muzzle with their 
burdens of wood or small boys, with 
their ears erect and their countenances 
suffused with a perfect glow of deep 
study and concentrated inquiry into the 
nature and origin of this world, we 
have sometimes thought they deserved 
a better name. We look among all the 
beasts here, and we think we {ind none 


as the burro. He is so adapted to the 
wants of the poor. His original price 
is small, and he costs nothing to keep. 
Pasture which, from its barrenness, 
would give a sound horse the staggers 
and cure a mule of kicking, will pro- 
duce contentment in the bosom of the 
burro, and he will grow fat on cold 
adobe walls made with straw.

After warm- 
ing and feeding his task-master he cem- 
pletes his usefulness by singing that 
master and his household to sleep. 
How he will sing! Verily, he lifts up 
his voice and howls. One burro can 
rend the air and make the welkin ring. 
There is only one thing which the burro 
cannot do. He cannot stop braying 
after he has once commenced until he 
has finished the tune. He is all right 
as long as he totally abstains from 
— ie and has the most perfect con- 
trol of all his faculties. Butlet him 
once cross the Rubicon of his-bray, and 
nothing short of instant death can help 


seen a burro with tears in his 
eyes, and his whole form con- 
vulsed with a futile endeavor to cut 
a bray off — one or two notes short. 
It was useless. Hecan do most any- 
thing else. He can wag one ear at a 
time. Hecan wag both ears at once. 
He can wag his tail and one ear ata 
time. Hecan waghis tail and both 
ears in unison. Hecan wag his tail 
and not wag either ear. But what sat- 
isfaction is there in all these graceful 
accomplishments when he can’t man- 
age his bray. He is so ashamed of 
this weakness that he sometimes gets 
desperate, and so you will frequently 
see him braying and running at the 
same time. This is caused by a foolish 
idea on-his part that he may possibly 
r in the end of the bray down. 

Bat allin all, the gentle burro has 
not his equal among the beasts of the 
field. His lot is humble, and yet he 
has borne a God upon his back. His 
task is lowly and still so well per- 
formed that if we can all make the 
same showing at the going down of our 
sun, it shall be well with us, notwith- 
standing what may be the dictum of 
stolid priest or high altar, or misinter- 
terpreted Book.

Fire in Barnum’s Great 
Show Building. 


Frantic Elephanta Ruch Through the 
Burning Walls to the Street. 


Lions and Other Savage Beasts Es- 
‘cape to the Country. 


By Telegraph to The Tunes. 
Briperrort (Ct.), Nov. 20.— [y the 
Associated Press.] The main building of 
Barnum:& Bailey’s “Greatest Show on 
Earth” was destroyed by fire this evening. 
The alarm was sounded, and in less than 
thirty minutes the building, which was 600 
by 200 feet and two stories in height, was 
entirely consumed. The fire originated 
from the exploding of a lantern. 
No one dared approach it, being 
fearful of the caged animals. Three ele- 
hants were burned up and thirty-six broke 
rom their fastenings and dashed through 
the sides of the burning stracture, roaring 
and trumpeting in a terriffic manner. Six 
elephants and a large African hippotamus 
RUSHED ABOUT THE STREETS, 
presenting a sickening appearance. Their 
sides were burned, and great piles of flesh a 
foot square fell off. Thirty elephants and a 
large lion have started across the country 
toward Fairfield and Easten. Great excite- 
ment has seized many residents, and they | 
barred the windows and doors of their 
houses. In the horse-rooi were all the ring 
animals, traine horses, ponies, ete. 
ALL WERE BURNED. 

In another room were birds, monkeys, 
rhinoceros, hyenas, tigers, lions and all the 
menagerie, which also fell & prey to the 
flames. A great many valuable tents and 
other property were also burned. The to- 
tal loss is estimated at not less than $700,- 
000, with but $100,000 insurance.
